He  goes  for  the  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Publication  Society,  and 
when  any  one  opposes  the  Baptist 
Book  Concern’s  annexing  itself  to 
the  Convention,  and  says  that  no 
one  connected  with  Bought  to  work 
or  vote  for  such  a thing  is  attacking 
Dr.  Eaton  and  the  Concern.  He 
goes  for  Brother  Nash  for  distrib- 
uting his  papers  at  the  centennial 
meeting,  but  when  I say  that  it  is 
bad  policy  for  Dr.  Eaton’s  .several 


*ubscqupnt  part  of  the  13th  chapter 
of  John  and  all  of  the  14th  chapter, 
which  see  and  read.  Again,  the 
second  versejof  the  13th  chapter  of 
John  is  relied  on  by  many  to  show 
that  Juda*  was  present  after  the 
Supper  was  ended,  and  that  as  the 
*op  was  given  him  during  the  Sup- 
per, he  had  returned  and  was  with 
tuera.at  the.institution  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper  and  likely  partook.  But  ac- 
cording to  many  of  our  best  author- 
ise* the  first  clause  of  this  verse 
whs  incorrectly  translated.  Adam 
Clark — Methodist — on  the  passage 
in  question,  says:  “And  supper 
being  ended  "Rather  while  sup- 
I«*r  was  preparing. ” Matthew  Hen- 
ry says:  “Though  we  translate  it 
supper  being  ended,  it  might  be 
belter  read,  there  being  a supper 
made,  or.he  being  at  supper,  for  he 
sat  down  again — y.  12 — and  we  fiud 
him  dipping  a sop — v.2li,  so  that  he 
did  it  in  the  midst  of  his  meal.  The 
Bible  Union  renderslt,  “Whil*they 
were  eating.”  Adeil  Sherwood  has 
it,  “ While  they  were  at  supper.” 
Tho  fourth  verse  confirms  this  ren- 
dering and  proves  the  position 
taken.  It  reads  aa  follows:  “He 
risetli  from  supper.”  However,  the 
principal  scripture  relied  on  to 
prove  that  Judas  partook  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  is  found  in  Luke 
2221-22,  which  read  as  follows: 
“But  behold  the  hand  of  him  that 
betrayeth'me  is  with  me  on  the  ta- 
ble. And  truly  the  Son  of  Sian 
goeth,  as  it  was  determined ; but 
woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is 
betrayed.”  The  lfith  and  20th 
verses  proceeding  haying  given  an 
account  of  the  institution  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper,  this,  at  first  sight, 
appears  a plausible  argument.  But 
when  Luke’s  statement  is  har- 
monized with  the  other  three  evan- 
gelists, it  disappears  like  the  morn 
ing  dew  before  the  rising  sun.  Let 
us  see.
